THE BALLOT 


a. Prohibition 


Meaning thereby, a continuance and development of the 
present Liqucr Legislation; that is, meaning the Abolition of 
the Sale of all Liquors excepting for strictly Medicinal, Sac- 
ramental, Manufacturing and Scientific Purposes. __ 


b. Licensed Sale of Beer— 


Meaning thereby, the Sale of Beer in Licensed Hotels and © 
other Premises, as provided in the proposed Temperance Act 


c. Government Sale of Beer— 


Meaning thereby, the Sale of Beer by or through Govern- 
ment Vendors. Beer for consumption in Private Residences 
under Government Control and Regulation—other Liquors 
to be sold through Doctor’ escription for Medicinal pur- 
poses. 


d. Government Sale of All Liquors a 


_ Meaning thereby, the Sale-of all Liquors by or through Gov- : 
ernment Vendors. Beer to be consumed on Licensed. Prem- 
ises and in Private Residences. Wines and Spirits to be pur- 
chased in limited quantities under permit issued by the Gov- 
ernment under Government Control and. Regulation.
